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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings

compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application. The replacement sheet(s) should be labeled

any portion of the drawing figures. If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the 
applicant will be notified and . informed of any required corrective action in the next Office 
action.

Specification

Claim Objections 



3. 



Claims 1-3 and 5 are objected to because of the following informalities: 
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Claim 1 line 13, it is suggested to change "at least one section of IP datagrams" 
to — at least one section of the IP datagrams — . 

Claim 2 line 1 , it is suggested to change "A" to The — . Similar problem exists 
in claim 3 line 1. 

Claim 5 line 2, it is suggested to change "a multiplexing device" to — the 
multiplexing device — . 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
4. Claims 1 and 3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 1 recites the limitation "the varying channels" in line 9. There Is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim 1 recites the limitation "the bandwidth" in line 10. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim 1 recites the limitation "the available bandwidth" in line 1 1 . There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim 1 recites the limitation "the time space" in line 13. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim 3 recites the limitation "the active or static state" in line 3. There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 
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Claim 3 recites the limitation "the active channels" in line 10. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim 3 lines 5-9, it is unclear as to what is meant by "of said channel being 
assigned to it if comparing the content of said channel in the N bits compared between 
the N frames of a reference pattern comprising the N frames preceding the set of 
current frames with the corresponding N bits of the N frames of the analysis window 
shows variation of the content for at least one of the bits, respectively a stability of the 
content for all the N bits, where N is an integer greater than or equal to 1 ,". The scope of 
the claim is, therefore, unascertainable. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

6. Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Motley 
(US 6,721,282). 

As far as understood with respect to claims 1 and 3, Motley discloses 
telecommunication data compression apparatus and method, which multiplexing device 
is characterized in that it comprises: 
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- a compressor (figure 1, reference 1) adapted to provide a compressed data 
block representative of the varying channels (col. 2 lines 41-42), 

- the bandwidth assigned for a given transmission link being predetermined, 
prediction means for predicting the available bandwidth, known as the margin, taking 
account of the band occupied for the transmission of said compressed data block (figure 
1, reference 3, col. 2 line 46), and 

- formatting means for subdividing and inserting at least one section of IP 
datagrams instead of the time space corresponding to the available bandwidth (col. 2 
lines 59-64). 

For claim 2, Motley discloses characterized in that it comprises memory means 
for storing at least one IP datagram to prevent congestion of datagrams 
caused by short-term variation of the available bandwidth (col. 12 lines 60-61). 

For claim 4, Motley discloses telecommunication data compression apparatus 
and method characterized in that, being adapted to demultiplex a compressed data 
block comprising a compressed block and at least one IP datagram section, the 
demultiplexing device includes deformatting means for extracting the IP datagram 
sections and concatenating them in order to direct them to the Ethernet network and 
data decompression means adapted to reconstitute the active and static channels 
(figure 1, col. 2 lines 46-49). 

For claim 5, Motley characterized in that, being adapted to demultiplex a 
compressed data block comprising a compressed block and at least one IP datagram 
section, the demultiplexing device includes deformatting means for extracting the IP 
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datagram sections and concatenating them in order to direct tiiem to the Ethernet 
network and data decompression means adapted to reconstitute the active and static 
channels (col. 2 lines 41-49).
